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REMARKS 

Claims 271, and 332 - 337 and 340 are pending in the present application. Claims 
271, 332 and 340 stand rejected under 35 USC 102(b) as anticipated by De Juan, US Patent 
5,109,844. Claims 333 - 337 stand rejected under 35 USC 103 as obvious in view of De Juan 
and Byers US patent 4,969,468. Claim 271 has been amended to more particularly point out 
applicant's invention. 

Applicants believe the electrode structure in De Juan would be ineffective and have 
amended claim 271 to distinguish over the prior art. De Juan shows a void with electrodes of 
opposite polarity within a single void. With such a structure, almost all of the current would 
pass between the electrodes within the void and not stimulate neurons. This defocuses 
stimulation and waist precious power. In contrast, the present invention suggests electrodes 
within voids to focus current into tissue and avoid current traveling along the electrode array 
surface or within the saline vitreous. 

Therefore, applicant has amended clam 271 to include the limitations 
at least one electrode recessed within each void, 
wherein electrodes within a void have a common polarity. 

This new limitation distinguishes over De Juan and particularly points out how applicants 
focus stimulation by placing electrodes within voids. All claims in the present application 
depend from claim 271 and distinguish over the prior art by the changes made to claim 271.
